Later from Kootenay, 
NEW DIGGINGS STRUCK! 
Great Hxcitement 
Mr. Allison arrived in this city from Osooyoos 
on Monday, having left that place om the 20th 
ult., and having beed at Colville a short time 
previonsly.. Mr. Allison was the bearer of offi- 
cial dispatches to the Government, ‘and has kind- 
ly furnished us with the- following items :—Qn | 
Wild Horse Creek there were about. 600 persons 
previous to ‘the rash to the Big Bend diggings. 
A tunnel had been run into the hill-a distance of 
200 feet ‘and struck very tich pay. ‘The immedi- 
ate result wag a rush for claims, and over a mile 
of country. was at once taken up,’ It is feared 
that there will be a scarcity of provisions on the 
“creek, although a aumber pf laden trains are re- 
ported en route from the Dalles. Flour was sel- 
ling*at 65c., and searce. Wery rich diggings had 
’ een struck on Canyon Creek, falling into the 
Big Bend of Colurnbia, ow the north side, Also 
upon Spellum-a-cheen Creek, emptying into Big 
Bend on the goath side; and heading in the Sel- 
kirk Range. These discoveries produced the 
most intense excitement, Cansing a rush of 300 
persons from. Wild Horse Creek, a number of 
whom had retarned, for the pyrpose of recording 
claims and-layingJin a isapply of provisions, 
These diggings are’ north of Kootenay, distent 
about 200 miles ; and it ip believed that the nu- 
merous creeks falling into the Columbia all, the 
way up.are rich, and that there will be an inflax 
of 30,000 adventurers in the spring. . Several 
persons were reported to have perished.with cold 
on the ‘way from) the Dalles to the Kootenay. 
Mr. ‘Allison’ reports only: 6 inches of snow on 
the, Lower Similkamesn valley, with fine weather, 
and,stock doing well., At the upper end of the 
valley the snow is 16 inches deep, increasing as 
the summit is approactied, where it is'8 feet deep. 
Stock was’ reported to beldying at the Mission 
at the rate of five per diem. .

JL arrived at the mouth ‘of North Fork of Ket- 
tle River, which puts/in at the (Grande Prairie, 
on the 16th ult,, but in consequence of the thick 
brush and ‘deep|snow I didnot} attempt to ex- 
plore that stream, but travelled on to Statapos- 
tan Lake, according to the ins precrons given to 
me.

Here I:found a canoe and, prbceeded up | the 
lake to its head, making notes, /&c., of the gaps 
or law défiles on the enstern side of the lake. | I 
found the lake terminate at thei foot of very high 
and abrapt mountains, and its ttibatary continues 
northward for about. 5! mil#s | through canons. 
The lake is bounded onsthe West and East sides 
by a high range of motiataing, Bnd on the North 
by McDonald’s Moantain, | 
Finding no pass by which, I pould get throngh 
to the Columbia, I had to returh, the weather at 
the time being extremely cold |and strormy, ac- 
companied by deep snow. || | 
Feeling not satisfied with the information pos- 
sesed by me, | travelled ‘into | Colville for |the 
purpose of having an interview, with Mr. McDon- 
ald regarding the route in question. 
J arrived at Fort Coltil@on|the 22nd ultimo. 
The following day get he a sent for the 
Chief and one of the oldest Indians, who knew 
the country well. They made 4 sketch on the flor, 
in one of the rooms in the Fort, of the couatry 
between Boundary Creek and Columbia River, at 
the foot of Arrdw Lake. | || | 
The following is Mr. McT)onald’s interpreta- 
tion of the Indians’ description ; ‘‘ The | route 
follows up Boundary Creek abont 8 or 9 miles, 
then stretches over to the Notth Fork of Kettle, 
River called Nschumtum:: Oy leaving the Notth 
Forth bear to the back of the|largest mountain 
in the neighbourhood, which mountain heads the 
rocky cliffs of Lake Nschumtym ; thence across 
a flat drlow divide tothe head of a small stream ; 
continde down the sai@ stream to the Columbia 
River, at a point abont 15 milés above the mouth 
of KootenayRiver, “The above mentioned tute 
passes through a beantiful country, with plenty, 
of grass and water for auhpitle purposes.” ||
